Although it is often only 
vaguely sensed, the true joy 
of Christmas is to be dis- 
covered in the spiritual as- 
yects of the day.

The Christian meaning 
breaks through the external 
trappings, and speaks its 
message of forgiveness and 
love to the core of sadness 
in our lives, God’s love is 
not spoken to the good people 
of the world -- whoever they 
are!
